WASHINGTON, JANUARY 8.— (Associated Press Dispatch)—PRESIDENT WILSON TODAY, ADDRESSING CONGRESS, DELIVERED A RESTATEMENT OF 
WAR AIMS IN AGREEM ENT WITH TH E RECENT DECLARATION B Y THE BRITISH PREMIER, DAVID LLOYD GEORGE. 
IN HIS ADDRESS THE PRESIDENT PRESENTED A DEFINITE PROGRAM 
FOR

SIDERATIONS. THE PRESIDENT PRESENTED THE FOLLOW ING A S NECESSARY ELEMENTS OF WORLD PEACE: 


First: Open covenants of peace without private 
Sixth: Evacuation of all Russian territory and 
opportunity for Russia’s political development. 
international understandings. 
Second: Absolute freedom of the seas in peace 
or war, except as they may be closed by interna­ 
tional action. 
Third: Removrl of all economic barriers and es­ 
tablishment of equality of trade conditions among 
nations consenting to peace and associating them­ 
selves fo rits maintenance. 
Fourth: Guarantees for the reduction of national 
armament to the lowest point consistent to dem o­ 
cratic safety. 
Fifth: Imperial adjustment of all colonial claims 
based upon the principles that the peoples concern­ 
ed have equ<*l weight with the interests of the gov­ 
ernment.

Venice, Italy, January 8. — The 


public schools which were ordered 


closed when Venice was threatened 


and the city evacuated, have been or­ 


dered to reopen on January 15th. 
This is an indication of the re-es­ 
tablishment of virtual normal condi­ 
tions, as the school board in making 
the order declared its confidence that 
the defenses were sufficient to insure 
protection of Venice fom invasion.

“Once more, as repeatedly before, tile spokesmen of the Central I ewers, 


has indicated their desire to discuss the objects of the war and the possible 


basis of a gneral peace. 
Parleys have been in progress at Brest-Litovsk be­ 


tween repi esentatives of the Central Powers and Russia, and the attention 


of the belligerents has been Invited for the purpose of ascertaining whether 


it may bo possible to extend these parleys int oa general conference with 


regard to terms of peace and settlement. 


“The Russian representatives presented not only a perfectly definite sta t^ 


ment of the principles upon which they would be willing to conclude peace, 


but also an equally definite program of the concrete application of these 


principles. 
Tile representatives of the Central Powers, on their part, pre­ 


sented an outline of settlement which, if much less definite, Rems succeptible 


of liberal interpretation until their definite program of practical terms was 


added. That program proposed no concessions at all, either to the sovereignty 


of Russia or to the preferences of the population with whose fortune it dealt, 


but meant in a word that the Central Empires were to keep every foot of 


territory their armed forces had occupied—every province, every city, every 


point of vantage—as a permanent addition to their territory and their pow'er.
